A. L. Gutheil, of 
the 
Mutual Loan anti Savings Association 
at Shelby ville, has comp leted the ex­ 
amination of the books of the defunct 
Equitable Building & Loan Associ­ 
ation of thig city , and submitted his 
rep ort to Alvan Moor, receiver of that 
association. 
His 
rep ort shows that 
Gate« Sexton, the former secretary 
of the association, is indebted to the 
association in the sum of $20,033.78. 
Financial circles in this city have 
been in an excited state for some time 
over the condition of this association. 
The association was ap p arently in first 
class condition until about four y ears 
ago, when there began to be talk of 
some bad loans that had been made. 
Tbe talk resulted in many w ithdraw ­ 
als, and it was hard for the association 
to do business. January 20th, 1902, 
the directors met and "p assed a resolu­ 
tion to p ut the concern in liquidation. 
Last fall the stockholders demanded a 
statement of the truo condition of the 
association, and Mr. Sexton, as secre­ 
tary , made a rep ort, which, on its face, 
showed the association to be solvent 
HBy about $800. 
Some of tbe p eop le who had money 
invested, however, were not satisfied 
and made a research and found that 
all in all the assets would not reach 
any where near the liabilities. 
Mr. 
Sexton resigned 
as 
secretary , and 
Donald Smith was ap p ointed, hut re­ 
signed after a short time. 
He was 
succeeded by Philip <dinger. 
¡¡The stock holders then emp loy ed A. 
B. Irvin, cashier 
of the 
Farm ers’ 
hanking comp any , as an exp ert to go 
over the books of the association. 
He 
worked on the books for thirty -seven 
day s and found that there was a deficit 
of # 16,668.81. 
The m atter was brought before tbe 
grand jury in February of this y ear, 
ami Mr. Sexton was indicted for one 
bexxlement. 
He is now under bond 
awaiting trial. 
The many friends of 
Mr. Sexton can not believe that, he 
has 
been 
dishonest. 
They 
declare 
that all his troubles are due to had 
bookkeep ing 
and 
careless 
business 
methods, and though he has made no 
p ublic statement, it is understood that 
he stated to the grand jury that lie 
would exp lain every thing. 
On the recommendation of the State 
Auditor, 
Attorney -General 
Miller 
made ap p lication for the ap p ointment 
of a receiver, and Alvan Moor, dep uty 
county 
treasurer was ap p ointed. 
It. 
was then decided to have the books 
gone over by an exp ert in tbe line of 
building and loan associations, and 
Mr. Gutheil, of Shelby ville, who is 
p robably the best and most thorough 
v irsod man in that line in the State, 
was emp loy ed and began work at once. 
After 
several 
weeks’ labor, Mr. 
Gutheil 
has 
comp leted his 
rep ort 
which is as follows:

Dear Sir:-—Having been ap p ointed 
to audit the books of the Equitable 
Building

this amount he is entitled to credits 
for the various amounts turned over 
to the treasurer, as shown

treasurer’s hank p ass book, amounting 
to $409,047.88, leaving him still in debt 
to 
the 
association in the

$20,033.78. 
Of the above amounts of receip ts, I 
find 
that $54,804.64 was 
borrowed 
money from banks and p rivate indi- 
7¡duals, as shown by the secretary ’s 
statement to the Board of Director!, 
and to the Auditor of State, at vari­ 
ous times and to be certain that there 
could p ossibly be no mistake. I have 
culled out the various orders, that 
were given from time to time for the 
re-p ay ment of borrowed money , and I 
find that the total amount, of these 
orders is a p ractical verification of the 
amount with which I have charged 
him on account of borrowed money . 
I find that no journal, either for the 
borrowers or the dep ositors, was kep t 
from January 1st, 1893, to July 14th, 
1894, at leap t none was turned over to 
me, so the amount of receip ts for that 
p eriod of time was taken direct from 
the individual ledger. 
'From July 21st, 1894, to and includ­ 
ing December*29th, 1894, (twenty -four 
weeks) the receip ts were taken from a 
dep osit and loan counter book and 
from January 3d, 1895, to the close of 
tbe business in 1905, tlie receip ts were 
taken from the regular dep osit and 
loan journals such as are usually used 
in'bnilding association work. 
Every p age 
of these 
receip ts as 
shown above, 
have been gone over 
very carefully and the additions cor­ 
rected where found wrong and to be 
still more careful each p age of the de­ 
p osit and loan journals were added up 
by machine and then re-checkod with 
my assistant to make doubly sure that 
I was near correct. 
All the results herein shown are 
machine additions and having 
been 
re-checked, 
so must be correct, so 
there can.be no doubt in that line, and 
to verify this I have left the machine 
work of each p age attached to tl>© 
p age to which it belongs. 
The books in use were in p rop er 
form for such work and could have 
been kep t "correctly as easy as they 
were kep t. 
In fact, more easily , and 
tbe defects in the bookkeep ing were 
not. due to the want of skill, but ap 
p arent earelessness. 
However, there is 
enough in the hooks to enable a coni- 
p etent p erson with p rojier care and 
time to get the 'true condition 
of 
affairs. 
No general ledger seems ¡to have 
been kep t. 
In fact, none was turned 
over to me, thus making it very diffi­ 
cult, if not imp ossible, to make a 
statement of assets ami liabilities on 
any jmrticular date. 
There w'as no regular 
eash l» ook 
kep t, thus making it very difficult to 
get at the weekly cash receip ts from 
that source. 
There was no dividend record kep t, 
therefore, it is imp ossible to clun k up 
what dividends were credited. 
In my list of assets, I have been un­ 
able to determine ; just the state of 
affairs of tbe following accounts ami 
amounts, and have left them off the 
list, to-w it:

■Washington. June 15. — Gradually 
the negotiations for p eace in the far 
East are nearing a focus. 
The one 
p oint to which the energies of those 
directly concerned in them now are 
being directed is the choice of a p lace 
for the holding of the conference of 
the p lenip otentiaries for the belliger­ 
ent p owers. It is known officially that 
three cities now are under considera­ 
tion by Russia and Jap an. These cit­ 
ies named in the » irder of the likeli­ 
hood of their final selection are Wash 
ington, The Hague and Geneva. 
Thus 
far no decision has 
been 
reached. Paris and l# >mlon have been 
eliminated from the- equation. 
It is 
understood that the Russian govern­ 
ment objects to an Asiatic city , its 
p reference being for some Europ ean 
cap ital. After objecting to the holding 
of the conference in Paris, the Jap ­ 
anese government exp ressed a will­ 
ingness to consider other p laces which 
afforded adequate facilities, although 
it is assumed that Jap an’s p reference 
would be some far Eastern city , p rac­ 
tically within the theater of war. 
Finally , 
however, 
the 
selection 
seems to have narrowed down to the 
three cities named. 
Objections have 
been made by the Jap anese to The 
Hague, but It - is not believed that 
those objections are fundamental or 
unalterable. 
However, as the situa­ 
tion now is, Washington ap p ears to be 
the city most likely to be selected. 
It can be said on authority that If 
the conference is held in the United 
States it wit. be in Washington.

The United States Dep arttm*m of 
Agriculture has recently turned it« a t­ 
tention to milk goats, which form the 
subject of an interesting bulletin just 
issued of

It may seem strange that the milk 
goat should be exp ected to ap jieal both 
to the rich amt the very jioor, but 
snch is tbe case. 
There are at p resent 
p ractically no milk goats in this coun­ 
try , excep t such as are kep t by a few 
immigrant settlers who are used to 
them at home. 
The fact is that the goat is the p oor 
man’s cow*, and slie is a mnch better 
milk giver than the cow, considering 
the amount of food she consumes. 
A 
p oor family can keep a goat ami have 
p lenty of milk, better than cow’s milk 
for about an eighth or a seventh of 
the money it costs to keep a cow. 
At the same time goat’s milk is 
coming more and more into 
favor 
with p hy sicians as a food for infants 
and invalids, who can afford it and 
p rop erly p rep ared goat's milk such as 
p hy sicians would order for a well-to- 
do p atient will fetch from twelve to 
twenty -five cents a quart in the market 
today . 
SAo it seems that the goat is 
really of interest to both class*« of 
citixens.
